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WRECKED THE CITY. 


People Thought That the End of the 
World Had Come. 


HUNDREDS WERE INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Never Before Was Such a Terrible 
Explosion Heard. 


THE DEBRIS WAS BLOWN FOR MILES. 


The Water Was Thrown Up ina Vast Vol- 
ume and Swept the Citizens Into the 
Sca-—The Port Is Paralyzed. 


Madrid, November 5.—.Copyright, 1895, 
by the Associated Press.)—The terrible «li- 
saster, which has wrecked the 
port of Santander and des- 
troyed hundreds’ of lives, has sent 
a thrill of horror throughout Spain. Pele- 
graphic communication with the death and 
fire-stricken locality having not yet been re- 
opened, the particulars concermnhg the hor- 
rible calamity reach here in driblets and 
by a roundabout way—such us dispatches 
from outlying towns. 

The Associated Press, however, 1s able to 
furnish what is regarded in this capitol as 
a complete story of the disaster as far as 
known. Lvery bit of news from Madrid, 
not only confirms the most sensational re- 
ports received, but pictures the disaster in 
more vivid colors than hitherto port rayed. 

The story of this great disaster, in brief, 
as gathered for the Associated Press, is as 
follows: 

The Cabo Machicacho, a Spanish steam- 
ship, belonging to Bilboa, caught fire at 
about 3 o'clock Friday afternoon, while the 
steamer was alongside the quay discharg- 
ing part of her cargo, which comprised 
nearly 2,000 tons of merchandise, 
though the main part of this cargo was 
iron ore, and a number of sacks of flour, 
barrels of wine, many cases of petroleum 
and over 500 cases of dynamite, of which 
only twenty cases were declared on the 
steamer’s manifest. The remaining 480 
eases of dynamite were cotraband, and to 
the shame of the shippers of this eoutra- 
band dynamite, it has caused immense 
loss of life and vast damage to property. 

The fire. was first discovered i the coal 
bunkers, and it is said to have been due 
either to spontaneous combustion oF to 
some carelessness on the part of the engi- 
neers or firemen. In any case the flames 
broke out fromm the bunkers at about = 
hour mentioned and soon raged so fierce y 
as to be beyond the control of the efforts 
of the crew to smother the fire. , 

Finally seeing that the fire was spread. 
ing in the bunkers and that it was driv- 
ing the crew froin below, the authorities 
were notified, the fire department and a 
detachment of the civic guard being sent 
to the scene. 

Unloading the Dynamite. 

Leading mupicipal ar? horities, headed 
by the firemen, unloaded the freight in 
order to save the steamer. The provincial 
governor, who was one of the first to reach 
the spot, displayed the gre. test acticity in 
directing the operations, and upon learning 
that the ship’s manifest showed that there 
were twenty cases of dynamite on board, 
the firemen were directed to assist the crew 
in bringing this quantity of explosive mate- 
riat ashore. This was done in safety. It 
was believed that no more dynamite re- 
mained on board and a tug, which- had 
been hastily summoned to the spot, was 
ordered to tow the burning vessel out into 
the bay in order that the flames might not 
communicate to the wharf and the ad- 
joining property, which was of a decidedly 
combustible nature, many of the buildings 
consisting of rickety old houses which a 
few sparks might set on fire. 

In the meantime thousands of people had 
crowded down to the wharf and thronged 
the promenades contiguous to it, attracted 
by the fire on board the steamer, for the 
blaze from the bunkers soon acted as a 
beacon, which soon drew large numbers of 
the inhabitants to the waters edge, anx- 
jous to see the novel sight. 

The news spread throughout the 
town that the civie guard and firemen were 
engaged in a struggle on the quay with 
a conflagration which threatened to destroy 
a large steamship. 

The tire from the ship’s bunkers spread 
quickly and ignited the petroleum which 
formed a part of the cargo and which 
the authorities had, for some reason or 
other. failed to remove when the twenty 
cases of dynamite were taken ashore. 

the Terrific Explosion. 

At about 4:50 o'clock p. m. a detonation 
on board the steamer showed, as it after- 
wards turned out, that the boilers had burst 
und soon after there was another terrie 
detonation heard. The steamer seemed to 
open in half, sending a biaze of fire sky- 
ward, over which a cloud of smoke rested 
for several minutes and a report of such 
awful intensity was heard that it shook the 
earth for miles around, caused houses to 
totter, smashed every Window within the 
radius of a rifle shot, filled-the air with an 
inrmense mass of flying iron, burning wood, 
blackened timbers and scorched beains. 
which soon after fell a death dealing hail 
upon the neighboring houses, scattering 
death and destruction wherever jt erushed 
downward. 

The scene following the blowing up of the 
steamer is almost indescribabte and the 
effect of the explosion of these 480 cases 
dynamite will hardly be believed. 

The power of the explosion shot tons of 
iron in the air, where it mingled with 
the burning fragments of the steamship, 
tug and wooden quay, as well as with 
the mangled bodies of hundreds of the 
unfortunate people who were hurled up- 
ward at the same time, and the falling of 
this horrible mass can be better imagined 
than described. 

@ shower of Dead Bodies. 

Over the adjoining buildings tottering 
with wreckage fel a shower of iron, fol- 
lowed by human bodies, and by huge pieces 
of wood dropping flaming — splin- 
ters, which set fire to hundreds of build- 
ings, causing a scene of panic, one would 
imagine, to the one which would have 
succecded the bursting forth of a vyleano 
at the water's edge. 

The force of the exploding dynamite 
caused such a concussion that, in addition 
to shaking hundreds of buildings off their 
foundations, it actually sank a hundred 
sinall craft in the harbor, in addition to 
setting fire to a large number of other ves- 
sels and starting conflagrations upon sev- 
era? of the larger ships, inclyding the Al- 
fonso XU, which vessel, as already cabled 
to the Aysociated Press, caught fire so sud- 


soon 


denly and burned so fiercely that forty of 


her crew lost their lives on board of her. 
Nothing is reported yet respecting the dam- 
age done to foreign shipping, but the loss 
is sald to be very great. 

The effect of the explosion upon the in- 
habitants of Santander was bewildering in 
its intensity. lor some time after the 
disaster the people were positively stunned 
with dismay and horror atid then followed 
a panic, during which a hundred people are 
reported to have gone stark mad, while the 
vast majority were so paralyzed with fear 
and shock, that they were incapable of 
coming to the assistance of the dying or 
make any effort to extinguish the flames, 
which sprang up from a mass of buildings 
and which began to spread with the most 
threatening rapidity. 

Hundreds Blown Into the Sen. 


The quay and promenade, close to the 
scene of the explosion, was one of the 
most sickening sights ever beheld. Man- 
gled corpses were scattered here and there, 
others piled up in heaps, and others wrecked 
and dying, whose fearful shrieks of agony 
filled the air and struck terror into the 
hearts of those who, after a time, sum- 
moned sufficient courage to venture near 
the carnage ground. 

Over a hundred people are said to have 
been precipitated into the sea by the ex- 
plosion and there, beneath the hail of blood, 
wood and iron, they met death with the 
crew of the vessel. On board the tugboat 
were many citizens of Santander, who were 
taking part in the work of the rescue. All 
of them have disappeared forever. 

A train from the province, which was 
just arriving at the railroad station when 
the Cabo Machichaco blew up, experienced 
the fury of the explosion, was wrecked 
and set fire to and the majority of its 
passengers were burned to death befofe 
any assistance could be furnished them. 

Phought it Wasthe End of the “orld. 

Soon after the explosion whole blocks 
upon Mendez Nunez street, parallel with 
the quay, were blazing, and other por- 
tions of the city were in flames. No one 
dared or cared to make any attempt to 
stay the spread of the conflagration, and 
those who preserved enough presence of 
mind to do so ran wildly about the town 
crying in horrified accents the news of the 
disaster to those who had rushed from their 
houses into the streets in alarm, fancying 
that the end of the world had come. 

In the midst of this scene of horrible 
panic, when men and women tore their 
hair and cursed or prayed, a few brave 
men retained presence of mind enough to 
jJuinp on diorseback and ride to the nearest 
railroad station, where they caused tele- 
grails to be sent to the government and to 
the authorities of other cities, imploring 
succor for the wounded and asking that 
fire engines be promptly dispatched to the 
scene, as a failure to do so immediately 
would result in the utter destruction of 
Santander. The cities of Valradolid, 
Burges, Bilboa and Barcelona were quickly 
aroused by the appeals for assistance, and 
took all possible steps to aid the stricken 
city. lire engines, physicians, medicine 
and food were soon sent from the cities 
mentioned and nothing was left undone to 
relieve the distress, Large fore- 
es of treops were also’ dispatched 
to Santander, the soldiers renderiug most 
valuable assistance in the work of salvage 
and rescue. 

Property Loss Imm né6so. 

The loss sustained by property owners 
and by poor people, who had Jost their all 
through the explosion and fire, is immense. 
The loss of life is not yet determined, but 
some hundreds of dead bodies have already 
been jdentified, while others wiil never be 
identified from the mass of blackened 
trunks, heads and limbs which have been 
gathered together in ‘heaps around the 
fatal spot. Many of the victims, in addi- 
tion, are unknown, and there seeins to be 
no way of telling how many met their 
death in the water. 

Tie shower of iron from the dynamite 
laden steamer thrown into the air by tue 
explosion fell upon nearly all parts of the 
town and injured buildings at a remarkable 
distance from the place where the ex- 
plosion occurred, Some idea 
the force of the explosion 
be formed from the fact 
a man was killed by a piece of iron falling 
from the Cabo Machichaco, at Pena Cas- 
tillo, two kilometres distant from where the 
steamer blew up. Another remarkable fact 
of the explosion is that the anchorage was 
blown up into the air by the force of the 
dynamite, causing the anchor to fall in 
a street SOO yards away from where the 
explosion took place. In falling the anchor 
smashed a stone balcony into pieces an 
sank deep into the stone pavement below, 

The explosion of the dynamite lifted the 
sea into the air like a waterspout, mingling 
enormous quantities of mud and erones 
with wreckage and hurling them for a 
great distance on every side. 

Alli Communication Cut Off. 

Many details of the explosion and fire at 
Santander are still lacking, owing to the 
fact that telegraphic communication wiin 
that point haus not been renewed, and none 
of the lo®al Tewspapers have been able to 
appear since ‘the disaster. Even private 
letters, owing to the panic which prevails, 
have not reached this city from Santander, 
and but few private telegrams have been 
transmitted. Santander is one of the 
prosperous towns in Spain, but the disaster 
which ‘thas overtaken it will take many 
years to repair. 

Story of an Eye Witness. 

Madrid, November 5.—(Copyrighted, 18:5, 
by the Associated Press.)—An eye-witness 
of the terrible disaster at Santander says 
that the dynamite on board the Cabo 
Machichaco was concealed under the iron 
which formed a portion of her cargo. The 
fire, the eye-witness referred to says, is 
believed to have originated in some pack- 
ages of skins which were crammed into the 
steamers bunkers. When the fire broke 
out, still according to the story told by this 
person, the captain of the trans:Atiantic 
steamer Alfonso XII. ordered his steam 
launch to be lowered and manned by nearly 
all of his officers and crew, whom he sent 
to the assistance of the burning steamer. 
The «team launeh with the crew of the 
Alfonso XII on, board arrived alongside 
the Cabo Machichaco just a moment be- 
fore the latter vessel blew up. and, con- 
sequently, they were blown to atoms with 
the crew of the dynamite steamer. 

Continuing, he says_the explosion was 
like an earthquake. Showers of burning 
fragments fell upon the houses, which were 
already tottering, crushing in the roofs, 
while heavy pieces of iron were hurled 
through the walls of houses with all the 
violence of cannon shots. 

Crushed by Falling Houses. 

Houses were immediately ignited by the 
blazing timbers and the people who were 
not killed rushed in terror into the streets, 
where a number of them met death or were 
severely wounded or crushed by falling 
houses. Others:ran in terror from the scene 
and hundreds Weht with fear, and, abandon- 
ing the city, ram into the fields, shrieking 
hystericaily and tearing their hair with

Fred’s grandfather, George 
OF Gerding, the founder of Wartburz. was 
prominent. both in this and the old world, 
and was a_ member of a noble German 
family.

‘The only issue in the legislative 
contests among the democrats in the early 
stages of the campaign, was on the question 
of the United States senatorship. The 
avowed democratic candidates are Senator 
Lindsay and Congressman McCreary. A

‘Their pleas were filed by their at- 
torneys, and the democrats filed their 
answers through the solicitor general. The 
chances are that the case will be decided on 
Monday. The commissions will not expire 
until about the last of February or the 
first of March, and, as the district at- 
torney’s office is said to have paid $10,000 
per year for the past three years, the ma- 
terial result is vworth working for, to say 
nothing of the satisfaction derived from 
coming out on top.

death through the explosion. On reach- 
ing the scene they found the quays and 
adjacent territory strewn with bodies man- 
gled and blackened into an unrecognizable 
condition. The wounded were also lying 
about everywhere and their shrieks and 
groans were heartrending. 

Words cannot describe the awful scene 
amid those burning ruins and on that 
death-strewn ground, rendered more hid- 
eous by the cries.of the wounded. Many 
bodies were torn ‘ 
sion. The scene became more terrible stil! 
when the relatives of the dead, wounded 
and missing came staggering to the spot 
in order to search for the remains of those 
they loved. The relatives of those who 
escaped knet by the side of their wounded 
friends, and, lifting their hands to 
heaven, thanked God for their escape from 
an awful death. Then, again, the cries of 
those who found among the ruins, or among 
the heaps of killed and wounded, one or 
more members of their families blackened 
in deatn, were horrible to listen to, and 
loud and fierce were the curses hurled at 
the authors of this sickening calamity. 

Many Miracnious Escapes. 

Many of the searchers only recognized 
parts of the clothing of those who were 
killed and one man was identified by his 
watch, which had stopped at the moment 
of the explosion. There were many mi- 
raculous escapes from death. Il or instance, 
oue man Was thrown a great distance by 
the exp.osion, and yet he was only sligit- 
ly injured by the shock sustained in the 
fall. Another map was thrown into the 
seu by the force of the explosion and, 
though the disaster occurred ut about 4:20 
o'clock p. m., this Wan wus rescued from 
the water at 10 o'clock the same night, 
numbed and stupetied, but alive. 

On Saturday morning following the aw- 
ful night of tire and death a number of 
people who had been shocked into a state of 
insensibility or madness were found hiding 
beneath the ruins. 

Crowds of orphans yesterday gathered at 
the town hall bewailing their lost moth- 
ers or fathers, asking for assistance to 
look among the ruins for the bodies of 
their ‘oved ones. Ior a long time to come 
the city will need assistance from other 
cities in order to succor the homeless and 
wounded; to bury the dead and to repair, 
as far as possible, the dumage done by the 
uWtul dynamite upheaval. 

huudreus wriven Insane. 

The number of people who have lost their 
senses through the explosion is great and 
it is openly asserted that hundreds of peo- 
ple have completely gone out of their minds 
und will have to be confined in asylums 
for the remainder of their lives. Mandes 
Nunez street is competely destroyed and 
a uumber of adjoining streets have sutfered 
terribly and are in ruibs. 

A tather who was carrying his crippled 
daughter upon his shoulders was injured 
by tragments which fell from a tottering 
wall and when he neared his home he found 
it Was a mass of ftlames. Laying the in- 
jured child down in the street, the unfor- 
tunate father cared for her until she died 
there beneath the shadow of their hvuine, 
which was soon a blackened ruin. 

The dwelling of an English family named 
Shelton wes badly wrecked and the family 
had a marvelous escape from death. 

Rich and poor alike mingled in the 
search at the hecatomb about Maliano quay 
and agonizing were the sights witnessed as 
the search for the bodies was 
continued. Many of those who 
were thrown into the water by the 
explosion were carried away by the tide 
and drowned amid the Gespairing laments 
of the few who had managed to struggle 
out of that horrible swirl of | blackened 
corpses and partly or entirely dismembered 
bodies. 

No correct estimate can yet be formed 
for the loss of life, some officials ciaiming 
that thousands lost their lives, whi'e oth- 
ers hold that the loss of life will not be 
over J0O, and may be lower.

Major Fink Made the Offer Himself to 
Kertore Full Wages. 

Knoxville, Tenn., November 5.—(Special.) 
The grand chiefs have gone away, having 
settled the difference with the East Ten- 
nessee. The grand chiefs, in compuny 
with the grievance committee, numbering 
twenty-three men, representing conductors, 
engineers, firemen and brakemen, called on 
Major Fink in his office yesterday morning. 
At 12:30 o'clock the committee retired 
from (Major Fink’s office without any 
agreement. Their request was that Major 
Fink unconditionally withdraw the order 
of reduction and allow all their trainmen 
their former salaries. This Major Fink 
positively refused to do. At 4 o'clock the 
committee again called on Major Fink and 
asked him to restore the wages on Decem- 
ber Ist. This proposition Major Fink also 
refused, as that length of time was too 
short for any benefit to the company. Ma- 
jor Fink then made the committee a propo- 
sition, and that was to restore their reg- 
ular wages February Ist, making the length 
of reduction three months, The committee 
retired to consider Major I*ink’s proposi- 
tion, and after due consideration they ac- 
cepted it and so notitied him. 

‘The financial condition was the consider- 
ation causing the committee to accept. 

Mr. Arthur was seen at the Palace hotel 
last night, and to a reporter said that he 
Was satisfied all the while that the matter 
could be settled without trouble, and he 
was glad the committee and Mr. Fink had 
reached an iagreement. Mr. Arthur left 
for Cincinnati. 

Mr. Sargent, chief of the firemen. told 
a reporter that Major Fink had given the 
chiefs and committee while in Knoxville 
every consideration, and had treated them 
in & manner most commendable. He said 
he knew Major Fink had only reduced the 
sularies of the trainmen as a matter of 
necessity. He also said that the greivance 
committee had accepted the proposition 
themselves and not by any order from 
their chiefs.

Education as a Factor of Discontent. 


Che Chicago Times is evidently under 
the impression that Prendergast, the 
Nssassin of Carter Harrison, was led into 
crime or insanity by our system of indis- 
crimimate education. Tt says:: 

What little learning the unhappy creature 
had was for him dangerous, nor could he 
have tasted deeper of the fountain of know)- 
edge with help to himself, because capacity 
Was not given him by nature to assimilate 
knowledge. It may be sa:d in passing that in- 
discriminate education Warps and destroys 

e web and woof of minds not capable of its 
reception, and that indiscriminate incitement 
of teachers to scholars, their perfunctory pres- 
sure upon pupils to strive for the highest and 
best places which, as is commonly known, are 
the piaces of but few in this worid, the few 
to whom opportunity and natural talent give 
gi.ttering success, is unthinking folly. 

Our contemiporiry warps the masses 
of men that they cannot all expect to 
be leaders and aspire to fill places of dis- 
tinction. It says that most of the fail- 
ures in life result from attempts to fit 
Square pegs to round holes. The majority 
will find the greatest happiness in he 
practice of industry and the simple vik- 
tues, and the schoolboy is fortunate wher 
his teacher. wisely directs him to that 


career which is possible for him. 
a real kindness to a boy of hopeless in- 
capacity to restrict his education to the 
meré rudiments. If he is forced forward 
in studies which he cannot properly util- 
ize, and encouraged to hope that he may 
go to congress or become president, the 
chances are that he will be a soured, 
discontented man, and under some con- 
ditions he may develop into a Guiteau 
or a Prendergast. 

These views, as set forth in the news- 
paper owned by the late Carter Harri- 
son, are of peculiar interest just at this 
time, but they are not likely to be car- 
ried into effect. In this country we are 
going to carry the idea of popular educa- 
tion to the extreme limit, and in the 
next generation there will be millions of 
whites and blacks clamoring for offices 
and professional positions on the ground 
that their education has fitted them for 
something better than manual labor. 
When that day comes there will be mil- 
lions of educated men without a dollar 
in their pockets, who will scorn the idea 
of laboring with their hands, and in the 
hope of living without work they will 
be ready at any time to start a social 
revolution. 

Our readers need not be prematurely 
alarmed. These predictions apply to 
posterity and not to the people ef today. 
Let posterity settle its own problems; 
we have other fish to fry. 


State Banks. 

Congressman Lawson, who has been 
talking tu a reporter of his home paper, 
The Eatonton Messenger, says that the 
repeal of the prohibitory tax on state 
bank issues will be stubbornly resisted, 
and this certainly seems to be the pros- 
pect. Judge Lawson is of the opinion 
that the republicans will oppose it be- 
cause it is a democratic measure; the 
populists because it would restore good 
times and destroy their stock arguments, 
and the friends of the national banks be- 
cause it will destroy the monopoly of 
those institutions. 

Judge Lawson is hopeful, however, 
that the tax will be finally repealed, es- 
pecially if those who are urging this 
plank of the platform get such support 
from tbe administration as they have 
the right to expect. 

As a measure of relief, the repeal of 
this tax stands next to the tariff. It 
was passed by an accident, and was 
levied to create a monopoly for the na- 
tional banks. 

There onght to be no hesitation on the 
part of any democrat in voting for it. 
States that do not want a local circula- 
tion need not have state banks, but those 
states that desire this sort of currency 
ought to have the right to establish and 
control such banks. 


Cotton Notes. 

Mr. Ellison’s cotton trade review shows 
that spinners in Great Britain have 
taken this year 159,070,000 pounds less 
than last season, and that on the conti- 
nent the falling off has been 14,466,000 
pounds. The aggregate takings in the 
whole of Europe have, therefore, de- 
creased 175,536,000 pounds, or 433,840 
bales of the average weight of 400 
pounds. Furthermore the aggregate tak- 
ings have been much less than in 1890-91 
and 1889-90, and show but a small in- 
crease over 1SSS-89. 

The increase in cotton consumption in 
Great Britain, conyparing 1878-79 with 
1892-93, amounts to 740,000 bales, where- 
as in India the increase amounts to 885,- 
158 bales. 

The increase in the spinning power of 
the world amounts to 903,000 spindles, 
all the countries except Great Britain 
sharing in the increase. 
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The Cause of Hard Times, 

‘Ex-Senator Ingalls, when asked by a 
reporter, the other day, what was the 
cause of the present hard times, replied: 

Lack of money alone. I am an out and out 
bimetahist. We need both gold and silver 
and plenty of it. In my opinion the fight on 
this question has oniy just begun. There wil 
be trouble if something is not done to ameli- 
orate the west and south in this regard. I 
believe in the strong arm of the people, who, 
when the time comes for action, will rise in 
the.r m.gbt and make such demands that no 
statesman or set Of statesmen wiil dare 
deny. 

Mr. Ingalls correctly describes the sit- 
uation. ‘The remedy for our troubles 
is expansion and not contraction. Even 
Jay Gould admitted” in an_ interview 
printed about a year before his death 
that the movement of the crops in the 
south and west required a larger vol- 
ume of currency. 

The gold sharks and the patronage 
press, however, take the position that we 
can get along with $25 per capita now, 
although we had $52 per capita in 1866. 
A patronage paper in this vicinity pro- 
tests against this way of putting it, and 
contends that the interest-bearing treas- 
ury, hotes circulating in 1866 should not 
be counted as a part of the $52 per 
capita, but with Singular inconsistency 
the same paper, in order to make up its 
total of $25 per capita at present, counts 
certificates for special deposits in the 
treasury not issued in any denomination 
less than $5,000, and not intended to be 
used or redeemed anywhere except at 
the place of issue. 

This juggling with figures cannot fool 
the people. The masses find in their 
pockets ample confirmation of the state- 
ment that our currency has been eon- 
tracted more than 50 per cent since 1866. 

Lack of money is the chief cause of 
hard times, and more money is the one 
thing most needed to restore good times. 


Ten Years for a Drink. 

James Lysaight, of Rochester, N. Y., 
will have to go to prison ten years for 
taking one drink of whisky. 

It seems that lLysaight had served 
three years of a thirteen years’ sentence 
in the penitentiary, when the governor 
pardoned him on condition that he 
should forfeit his freedom if he drank 
intoxicating liquors. The man got along 
very well for six months and then vio- 
lated the condition. When the ease 
was tried it was proved that he had not 
been intoxicated, and his lawyer argued 
that he had a constitutional right to take 
a drink and that the governor could not 
take it away from him. 

The court sided with the governor, 
and ordered the defendant to be turned 
over to the prison warden to serve out 
the remaining ten years of his sentence.

NO MORE SILVER LAWS. 


Senator Vest Takes a Gloomy View of the 
Fature. 

United States Senator George G. Vest was 
at the Southern hotel last evening. He does 
not look as fresh and rosy as he did when on 
his way to the extra session, but is withal tu 
fine condition. To a Globe-Democrat reporter 
he said last night: “There will be no more 
Silver legislation at the regular session. The 
Sherman law is repealed and the currency of 
the country is contracted $40,000,000, We are 
a young, undeveloped country needing money, 
that is, money in circulation, worse than any 
country in the world. The statistician of the 
treasury gives it out that there is $20.40 per 
capita in this country. This is misleading. 
When the gold reserve. which is not in circu. 
lation, and the silver stored up in the treasury 
Vaults and the $4500 and $1,000 bills, which no 
more circulate among the people than do cer- 
tifled checks for large amounts, ate taken out, 
the real per capita is about $14. This country 
is increasing in population at the rate of 3 per 
cent a year. To contract the cireulation under 
conditions, therefere, means ruin and 
disaster. St. Louisans, tied down to the real- 
ization of a revenue that was only sufficient 
when she was half as large as she is now will 
understand what it is to attempt ‘to do a dol- 
lar Dusiness with 50 cents. The country is 
now under the operation of the Shermau law 
of 1873, the infamous measure which struck 
the dollar out of our coinage. The Sherman 
purchase law rejected the Bland-Ailison (dlol- 
lar of the daddies) act, and the supreme court 
has decided in a similar case that the repeal 
of a repealing act does not re-enact the old 
law. When the Sherman iaw of 1875 was 
passed by a trick the consequences to the 
country were such that five Years later the 
party in power was hurled from its seats by a 
majority in «ongress that looked like a revo- 
lution. Mr. Sherman ought to be a very proud 
man. The act of the democratic party has 
vindicated him in the course which lost his 
party control of cong: 

Senator Vest was asked as to tariff legisia- 
tion, and he replied: “I can state almost 
With positiveness that the committee of tue 
lower house having that matter in charge has 
cove nothing ag yet.

Secretary Carlisle has not formu- 
lated a measure; of that I am sure, and the 
discussions in the daily and trade papers of 
an administration bill increasing the tax on 
whisky, beer and tobacco, repeal of the free 
leaf tobacco clatise, ete., are all premature.” 


LOST TRIBES OF ISRAEL. 


Theory That They Have Been Found in the 
Anglo-Saxon Iace. 
Fiom The New York Mail and Express. 

A question that is rapidly forcing itself to 
the front in religious circies is the location of 
the lost tribes of Israe!. In view of the 
prophecies that when the children of the 
house of Judah, or Jews, return to Palest.ue 
they are to be accompanied by the brethren 
of the house of Israel, whose identity among 
the nations has remained so long undiscovered, 
the subject is intensely interesting alike to 
Jews and Christians. 

For many years devout minds have been en- 
gaged in investigations that have yielded 
continuous streams of light from sacred and 
secular history, ehrenology, astronomy and 
numerous other sources. Scores of men emi- 
nent in the realms of religious, scientific, his- 
torical, ethnological and philological research 
have pursued their inquiries unceasingly and 
claim at last to have solved the mystery in 
the discovery that the Anglo-Saxon race pos- 
sesses all the distinguishing marks whereby the 
lost tribes are to be finally recognized. 

Professor C. Piazzi Smyth, late astronomer 
royal for Seotland, in reviewing a} book by 
Professor C. A. L. Totten, United States army, 
an enthusiastic and voluminous writer on the 
subject, expresses himself as follows: 

“What is the effect of so unexpected a dis- 
covery on the Bible itself? It is twofold. 
First, it eauses us to behold and acknowledge 
therein the accomplishment of a true mrr- 
acle and of the mightiest kind through the 
ages consummated in our own days. And, 
second, it causes the Bible to become for the 
Neo-Israelitic Anglo-Saxon of America and 
Great Britain with ber colonies, as it was for 
the tribes of Israel of old. an inflallible book 
fur their national guidance in politics, as well 
as a collection of inspired instructions for 
each individual soul in religion.” 

Naturally, the supposed discovery of a truth 
so long hidden from theological eyes elicits 
considerable criticism from conservative ex- 
of the scriptures, but no earnest 
seeker after light can afford to treat with 
disdain the opinions of devout and scholarly 
men, except at the risk of placing themselves 
in the category of those possessing the pluari- 
saical spirit. The exponents of this belief com- 
plain that they do not receive fair treatment 
at the hands of the religious press. Whether 
this complaint be just or not, truth itself 
must eventually be victorious and can af- 
ford to patienty await the issue. 

The faith of the Christian is in no degree 
threatened by the controversy, as evangelical 
activity is increased by this new testimony 
to the faithfulness of Jehovah to his promises, 
while to the loyal Jew the discovery is preg- 
nant with an early fulfillment of the glorious 
hopes that have sustained him through long 
centuries of gloom and disaster, Briefly 
stated the facts are as follows: 

The house of Israel was banished to Assy- 
ria about 721 B. C.; the house of Judah to 
Labylon about one hundred years later. Thy 
house of Judah returned to Palestine under 
Ezra and Nehemiah after seventy years of 
captivity, but the ten-tribed house of Is- 
rael never returned. According to numerous 
prophecies they were to become lo-ammi (not 
my- people), gentilized, outcast and known 
under another name. On the other hand, all 
the great prophets predict that while in the 
land of ther dispersion they were to be re- 
covenanted and become the sons of the living 
God—a strong nation and chief of the 
nations—in the isles of the sea and the isles 
far off—in the north and west, possessing 
the gates of their enemies and to be among 
the nations in the midst of many people as a 
lion among the beasts of the forests: all of 
which promises undoubtedly refer to the ten- 
tribed or lost house of Israel! and not to the 
house of Judah. It is contended by the-expo-. 
nents of this supposed discovery that there 
is no possibility of the fuifillment of these 
phophecies if they do not refer to the English- 
speaking people. 

At any rate, it is a subject replete with in- 
ternational interest and should be accorded a 
dignified discussion and candid considera- 
tion.

A valnable pointer for farmers, especially 
those who live near a big city, or even smati 
towns, is furnished by the enormous ¢rop 
grown upon a plot of ground sixty-two fect 
square, by Josiah H. MacFarland, in Middle- 
town. On this bit of soil, less than 
tenth of an acre in area, were grown 375 
head of cabbage, seven baskets of string 
beans, sixteen quarts of Lima beans, three 
baskets of peas, twelve baskets of tomatoes, 
ten bushels of potatoes, 200 heads of lettnee. 
112 bushels of onions one-half bugmel onion 
sets, 500 bunches of radishes, thirty dozen 
q@ars of corn, three dozen cucumbers, fire 
dozen peppers, fifteen bunches of beets. 2.200 
celery sta.ks. These were solf for $100.89. 
At this rate an acre of ground would hare 
yielded over $1,000 to the owner.

But this primary does not begin 
until late-in the afternoon, and the saloon 
men are kicking because they must keep 
closed all day. ose who have construed 
the law ta the salooniste say that they had 
er not open at all today in order to be 

on the safe side of the question. 
it goes without saying that the saloons 

will not be opened today at all. 

Yesterday brought no new developments 

n the race. The situation was the same 
last night as it was twenty-four hours be- 
fore. Four out of seven of the wards were 
Standing behind the tickets which were 
named at the ward mass meetings, while 
two of the wards, the second and fourth, 
Were dividing time between two tickets 
each. In the second ward the voters were 
pondering over the possibilities of both 
tickets in the liveliest manner imaginable, 
some claiming that the ticket put out at 
the courthouse meeting would be elected, 
while others were equally certain that the 
ticket suggested by voters on Saturday 
would be the winner. The fourth ward 
discussed the two tickets out in that terri- 
tory in the warmest way, some declaring 
for one and others for the other ticket.

Made by Manufacturers Against the 
Technological School. 


THEY SAY THEY ARE SUFFERERS 


Claim to Be Robbed of Their Trade by Low 
Prices of the Tech’s Machine Shops. 
Dr. Hopkins Makes a Statement. 


There is a great deal of complaint among 
some of the manufacturers of Atlanta 
against the Technological school. 

The manufacturers claim that the ma- 
chine shops of the school in taking in work 
for outsiders cut against the prices of the 
manufacturing trade and make it impos- 
sible for them to maintain their legitimate 
charges for work. 

Some of the factory folks tell that the 
Technological school has wnderbid- them 
several times in their contracts with traders 
and they make serious complaint of it. 

They say that it is altogether unfair for 
an institution supported by the state to 
come in and make lower estimates of work 
than they can afford to do at a cost of 
thousands of dollars building factories, 
hiring costly labor and paying taxes to 
the city and the state on large properties. 
They say that it is growing to be worse 
than the convict labor question inasmuch 
as the technological students compete with 
free labor disastrously with all of the scien- 
tific appliances that have been placed in 
their hands for training their minds in the 
different professions they are taught. 

“How would it seem to the clerks of 
the average stores in Atlanta if they 
waked up some fine morning and found 
that a lot of high school boys, in order that 
they may study practical salesmanshin, 
had been taken in by the proprietors on 
nu cheaper salary and the clerks were left 
out in the cold?” was the way one of the 
complaining manufacturers put the ques- 
tion. 

“Now, here we have a factory for mak- 
ing plowstocks. We pay high taxes and 
high salaries to laborers. We make a bid 
for a certain lot of plowstocks when these 
Technological students come to the front 
with a lower bid and get the work. They 
can make a lower bid for the reason that 
their labor is free to the sohocl. They 
have all the scientific appliances furnished 
them by the state, and this enables them 
to make the same kind of plowstocks we 
make at our factories. I say plowstocks 
simply for thé sake of illustration. It is 
the same with other things.” 

Such complaints have been heard every 
year about this time when the Technological 
school is in full swing and the boys in the 
shops are turning out work hand over hand. 
rhe Pechnological school derives much of 
the money it takes to sustain it by the 
work the students do in the machine shops 
for the outside trade. It is work that 
teaches them the practical side of manu- 
facturing turned to profit for the school. 
The machine shops have always made 
nearly enough money in this way to pay 
their current expenses. 

The serious complaint that is to 
be heard on all sides among 
manufacturers shows to what extent the 
work of the technological machine shops is 
carried. 

“It wonid be a nice howdy-do if the At- 
Janta business college would take the book- 
keeping of the banks and stores of Atlanta 
for practice, causing many an experience) 
bookkeeper to lose his job, wouldn't it?’ 
asked oue of the.complaining manufacturers 
yesterday, talking the matter over. “It is 
a4 serious question whether the state of 
Georgia intends to allow its free schools 
to compete with free labor in this way, 
at the same time complaining of the many 
direful iniquities of the convict lease system 
which is condemned soleful because it ecom- 
petes with free labor.” 

Thus the criticism runs on.. Some in- 
stances are cited by the manufacturers of 
how the school has robbed them of their 
legitimate charges to trade for certain com- 
modities and wares. Sometimes after con- 
tracts had been thought to be closed with 
traders, it is alleged that the Technological 
school would come in and. by reason of 
its ability to make lower bids on the busi- 
ness, catch it from the manufacturers. 

The Other Side of the Queation. 

But Dr. Dopkins, president of the Teeh- 
nological school, gives the complaints of 
the manufacturers the laugh. 

‘Tt’s all smoke,” said he, smiling pleas- 
antly. when seen by a Constitution repre- 
sentative. 

“The facts in the case have been given 
you with extraordinary and unwarranted 
color by the manufacturers. The Tecliuo- 
logical school has quite a different story 
to tell vou about this matter, which will 
be verified by the tradesmen with whom we 
have dealings.” 

“Is it true. doctor, that the ‘Tech’ has 
been underbidding the manufacturers for 
business in order to pull in money for de- 
fraying the’ expenses of the machine shops 
of the institution?’ was asked. 

“Ags I have just said. it’s all smoke,” re- 
plied the president of the Technological 
school. “In point of fact, the Technolosgi- 
eal school charges higher, as a rule, for 
its work than the mannfacturers of this 
city or elsewhere. The work is better, and 
thus we have quite a demand for our work. 
To show you that our work is higher in 
price, whenever I want to gaje@ny work 
done for my private use cheaply, I go to 
the manufacturers of the city to do it, and 
not to the Technological school, where I 
am associated every day, and could look 
well into the class of work with my own 
eyes. This certainly ought to 
illustrate well the fact that the 
charges of the Technological school are 
higher for work than those of the manu- 
facturing trade. 

“Another case in point: we used to do 
all the manufacturing of gearing of trucks 
for the Thomson-Houston system. — They 
quit us for awhile and had their work done 
elsewhere, because they could get it done 
more cheaply. Recently, however, they 
come back to us and say that while our 
work is higher in price it is of a better 
quality and they prefer to get our gear- 
ing. manufactured by the students thei- 
selves in their daily work. 

“A931 sorts of instances of this kind could 
be mentioned. It is a mistaken idea on 
the part of the manufacturers that the 
machine shops of the Tech cut rates with 
them on work. ‘There is much work that 
is not done anywhere in this entire part 
of the south except at the Technological 
school. Take, for-instance, the manufac- 
ture of cemetery and vault gates of bronze. 
There is no factory in this entire region of 
the south that makes them except the fac- 
tory of the Technological school. We have 
a run on them. We make them by the 
score. Many of the vaults of Oakland 
cemetery have these bronze gates made by 
the Technological school. The vault. of 
Henry W. Grady has one. We have a 
monopoly on this work in the south, and 
we send many of them away. 

“Oh. no, the Tech is not running against 
the manufacturers a bit too hard. We are 
doing what we feel our duty to do. We are 
making wares and selling them to the 
trade for the support of our school. Taking 
it into consideration that the state gives 
but littte, form year to year, to the support 
of the Technological, it is seen that it is a 
necessity for us to do this to keep our 
heads above water. The bovs at the school 
in this way are doing nothing more than 
what they have to do to get a practical 
knowledge of the trades they are sent there 
to learn. They are good workmen and 
are learning to do much better work than 
is to be found turned out of many of the 
factories of the country where scientific and 
educated labor has not been well estab- 
lished.” 

The question of rivalry between the Tech- 
nological scohol and the manufacturers of 


Atlanta is an old story, but it seems -F

TAX RATES TALK. 


They Pot Up a Strong Argoment For 
County Boards of Equalization. 


THE NECESSITY FOR SUCH BOARDS 


Must Be Apparent to Everybody Who 
Study the Situation—Some Figures 
for Legislators to Ponder Over. 


The necessity for the re-establishing of 
the county boards of equalization or of some 


bodies of similar power is impressing itself 


wery strongly upon the minds of the meni- 
bers of the legislature. 

‘At the last session the sentiment was a!- 
n,0st entirely in favor of repeal of the then 
existing law, but the great sluinp in the 
return of property ior taxation and the 
higher tax rates which this fallicg off has 
made pecessary have brought about a 
change in this sentimen. 

The comptroller general’s office has an 
interesting table of figures showing the 
county tux rates as aed by most of the 
counties in the state. This rate, it must 
be remembered, adis to that for site pur- 
poses, Which is this yeaz .461. 

in all but very few couuues this county 
fax rate SLOWS al idDcreuse over that cf 
last year; a few counties show the same 
rate as last year, und a few show ua de- 
crease, but the latter are in counties which 
either seut up au increase in valuation or 
ip Which improvemeuts have been completed 
and the increased tuxation on that account 
has been dope away with. 

The increase in the rates vary from a 
sinall percentage to as much as 1UU per 
cent. Several counties show even more 
than this. Not all of the counties have 
been heard from as yet, but here are some 
figures which will prove interesting:

W bat It Means. 


Now if this increase in the county tax 
rate was confined to a few counties it might 
be that it was due to local causes. But 
being so general and so widespread, it 
is very evident that the increase is due to 
the almost universal decrease in the value 
of property returned for taxation. That 
is the natural result of the decrease in 
values. The money has got to be raised 
and if the taxable property is less than it 
was last year to any considerable extent 
the tax rate has to be increased in or- 
der to make up the deficiency. 

And this decrease in tax values is unques- 
tionably due to the lack of the county board 
of qualization system. 

Now what will be the results of the in- 
crease of rates unless a change is made 
ip the system? 

A still further decrease in tax values. 

With a higher tax rate staring the prop- 
erty owners in the face, the natural feel- 
ing is to make lower returns—as close as 
is possible—and that still further decrease 
is sure to result in a still further increase 
in rates in the counties, and doubtless. in 
the state rate as well. 

This may not be a proper way for the 
taxpayers to look at the situation and to 
act, but people are human and it will be 
found that they will act in just this way. 

Where Has the Land Gone” 


Another important argument in favor 
of the boards of equalization ig found in 
the remarkable fact that the territory of 
Georgia has, judged by the tax returns 
shrunk over 100,000 acres during the past 
year. Just how this can be accounted for 
is hard to explain. Certain it is that much 
property escapes taxation, yet there is no 
Way to get at it. 

Need of a Central Board. 


Hon. J. S. Turner, of Putnam county. 
who has made a complete study of this 
subject, was talking about the probable ac- 
tion of the legisuture, 

“In the house finance committee,” said 
he, “the question came up on one or two 
bills, providing for the re-estabjishment of 
the boards of equalization. Neither of 
those bills met the views of the members 
and a subcommittee was lS ml to draft 
a measure embodying the best; features of 
the bills and the ideas of thé committee. 
Then a resolution was adopte}l expressing 
the opinion of the committee thdt the boards

“Kven when they are re-bstablished,” 
continued Mr. Turner. “the system will not 
be perfect. There ought to He some sort 
of a central board to equajize values in 
different parts of the state. ‘I mean by 
that, that lands of a certain charjeter in one 
county are fixed at one figure, And in the 
adjoining county, where things ire in the 
sume condition, they are returnell at a less 
figure, The county members eq\alize yal- 
nes in each county, ut we 
have no way of making the valijes in the 
various counties correspond with one an- 
other. This plan of a central bcard js in 
operation in many other states an\J, as far 
as I have been able to learn, pro¥es very 
valuable. This central commission would 
perfect its work year by year. It might 
take several years for it to become just 
what it should be, but in time we can reach 
it. Whether the central board is estab- 
fished or not, we ought to have the county 
boards, and we ought to decidé upon some 
plan that would assure proper returns for 
taxation in the future.” 

And anybody who studies the situation 
will come to the same conclusion.
